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JIO sum up the spirit of the City in 
a few words or scratches is an im- 
possible task. Easier it is by far "to 
see the world in a grain of sand" than to 
suggest in little the cross currents of a great 
metropolis. In the one instance you are car- 
ried onwards by the harmony of nature; 
in the other you are confused by a babel 
of jarring notes and discordant voices. To 
attune yourself to city streets you must 
whet your appetite with the spice of con- 
trasts, to drink in at once luxury and pov- 
erty, subtlety and grossness, ecstasy and 
degradation, gay lights and noisome shad- 
ows. The whirl of a myriad responses 
crowds upon your consciousness. 

The complexity and the unflagging yet 

intangible pressure of city life are at once 

exciting and depressing. So imperceptibly 

does its hum and drone steal into the 
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blood, that when you retire to the utter 
solitude of the country, you feel a sense 
of loneliness and desolation, as of a great 
vibration suddenly lifted from your spirit, 
a sense of ominous foreboding, as of the 
world standing still. The City is a vast 
dynamo in more ways than one. 

One cannot always be of the City's 
party. It gives too hectic and distorted a 
picture of life to keep its savor always. 
But when one is flushed with the fever and 
romance of crowded habitations one likes 
to roam, alone and wonder-eyed, about on 
city streets. We like to be drawn into the 
currents of restless humanity, to be lost 
amid the planes and cubes of towering 
buildings, to saunter in parks and on 
bridges by night, to burrow around in 
Greenwich Village or the teeming East 
Side, to loiter near the docks or produce 
markets and muse upon the mystery of 
green fields and far-away lands, or even 
at times to make a pilgrimage to the great 
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show-places, museums, universities, and 
public buildings. Indeed, one may find 
something strange or exciting in almost 
any street if one but look at it with a 
poetic eye. New York is a colossal ag- 
glomerate, formless yet alive — or as the 
Good Gray Poet addressed it : 

"Thou, like the parti-colored world itself 
— like infinite, teeming, mocking life! 
Thou visor'd, vast, unspeakable show and 
lesson !"
